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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been fully 
considered but found not persuasive. Applicant argues that a skilled artisan would understand the scope of the claimed invention and 
submits several literature articles in support. This is not persuasive and will not be considered because Applicant failed to show sufficient 
reasons why this evidence was not presented earlier. Applicant also argues that the TAP report 1 does not disclose or suggest the 
claimed subgroup nor a reasonable expectation of success. This is not persuasive because the patient population is defined as having 
evidence of Occult CNV, with 199 patients having a visual acuity of less than 53 letters and 259 patients having a lesion size of less than 6 
disc areas. Therefore, one of ordinary skill in the art would have had a reasonable expectation of success to observe some degree of 
improvement in ocular condition of the patients suffering from said occult CNV. Applicant's arguments concerning advantageous results 
are not convincing because it is not in the form of a declaration. 

Regarding the establishment of unexpected results or synergism, a few notable principles are well settled. The Applicant has the initial 
burden to explain any proffered data and establish how any results therein should be taken to be unexpected and significant. See MPEP 
716.02 (b). It is applicant's burden to present clear and convincing factual evidence of nonobviousness or unexpected results, i.e., side- 
by-side comparison with the closest prior art in support of nonobviousness for the instant claimed invention over the prior art. The claims 
must be commensurate in the scope with any evidence of unexpected results. See MPEP 716.02 (d). Further, if the Applicant provides a 
DECLARATION UNDER 37 CFR 1.132, it must compare the claimed subject matter with the closest prior art in order to be effective to 
rebut a prima facie case if obviousness. See MPEP 716.02 (e).. 
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
